The impartial thinker, whatever 
may be his belief, or however he 
may regard the position taken by 
Doctor J. K. Funk, cannot other- 
wise than give him credit for cour- 
age in standing by his convictions, 
and exceptional honesty of purpose.

When a man of elear, hard scientific 
sense, like Sir Oliver Lodge, after 
much investigation, is led to gay as 
he did in the the Pall Mall Maga- 
zine, January, 1904: 

„Some of us have proofs that the 
individuality persists after death, 
which are as certain as proof can be. 
* * * The laborious documents 
of the sooiety for Psychical research 
are there for all the world to see, 
and while we have exposed much 
fraud and discredited much Spirit- 
ualism, we have collected evidence 
of the possibility of communieation 
between this and other worlds which 
deserves consideration." 

When eminent scientific men of 
tried skill, like Alfred Russel Wal- 
lace, and other exceedingly keen in- 
vestigators who have made much 
study of the tricks of conjurers, 
and have deeply studied psychol- 
ogy, like Richard Hodgson and 
James H. Hyslop, tell us that when 
thev began their psychic investi- 
gations they were materialistic in 
their belief, but came out of their 
investigations convinced of the con- 
tinuity of human existence—then 
flippant assertion and mere pooh- 
poohing are out of place. 

He shows how wilfully the

The bright ministering ange! are 
ever near, giving to those who will 
but listen, proof that they are : illa 
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fect loyalty to this country they 
cannot be disloyal to any land or 
flag. When Abraham  Lincoin 
placed the saving of the Union be- 
fore even the emancipation of the 


slave and above all sectional inter- 


ests, he struck the chord which 
thrills responsively in every truly 
patriotic breast. There is neither 
North or South, East or West, to be 
considered in ۵ united country, as 
tho one section of the country was 
of any more importance than 
another. But as some people have 
their homes near the Gulf of Mexico, 
and others again on the borders of 
Canada. some on the Atlantic sea- 
board, and others on the Pacific 
slope, :t is both natural and neces- 
sarv that some should take a par- 
ticular interest in a particular sec- 
tion of this broad land which is 
virtualiy unknown soil to others. 

Bctween forty and fifty stars, 
shining out from tbe folds of the 
Union tlag. represent that num- 
ber of autonomous states, but the 
stars and stripes signify the com- 
plete Republic. So when we think 
of the possibilitv of a still wider 
representation in a Universal Peace 
Flag, we can witness with the 
mind's eye a pure white oack-ground 
of wide extent, large enough to 
accommodate all the flags of all the 
nations when the fedcrations of the 
word shall have been accomplished. 

There 1s now no good reason, tho 
there are many causes, why the 
various nations of Europe shouid 
not be united in a federal band, and 
itis not too much to hope that in 
comparatively few vears from now, 
by far the greater number of Europ- 
ean nations wil have so far pooled 
their interests as to render war 
between them unthinkable. 

Thoto many minds France and 
Germany seem irreconcilable, and 
we often hear it said that Germany 
and England are not friendly at 
heart, we need only watch the pres- 
ent policy of King Edward to see 
that three great countries are 
already very much nearer to each 
other in active sympathy then they 
have been for centuries past. 

Events move very rapidly in these 
days, now that we are living ina 
period of culmination on the very 
threshold of a new cycle, and while 
it is disheartening to many to wit» 
ness continual outbursts of hostility 
between different nations, we wish 
to emphasize the reasonableness of 
the view taken by many far-seeing 
philanthropists that the very war- 
fare bemoaned may be logically 
regarded as due to the expulsion of 
debris the system of nations. 

Tho it has frequently been claim- 
ed during the past several years, 
that the dispensation has already 
begun, we find it far more reasona- 
ble to declare that we are now in & 
period a transition or inter-regnum, 
between two great periods in this 
planet's history. Referring to the 
great pyramid at Giza, which was 
the subject of comment more than; 
20 vears ago, tho we may agree 
with Professor Piazzi Smythe and 
other great astronomers that the 
miracle in stone as the great pyra- 
mid has been termed, contains, in 
its interior arrangements a perfect 
history of the cycles; the grand gal- 
ery tvpifying the despotism which has 
closed and the King’s chamber—the 
new cycle which is soon to commence. 
We are now in another passage-way 
between the gallery and the cham- 
ber, and this symbolizes a condi- 
tion of lambent, but ever-increasing 
hght. 

The peace-makers, however, have 
much more work to do in building 
up pacific institutions at home than 
in taking part in agitations abroad. 
And tho the war question is always 
an interesting and important one, 
the question of civil arbitration, 
which directly concerns industry is 
still more important, 

The two countries today which 
represent in some respects the high- 
est civilization yet achieved on 
earth are Switzerland and New 
Zealand. In the former country 
the celebrated system known as

DOES THE ELECTRIC CHAIR. REALLY 
KILL? ۱ 


A revival of the discussion of tlie 
possibility that criminals electro- 
cuted by New York State may not 
really die until they reach the dis- 
secting table has brought out a 
really vehement letter from Dr. 
Augustin H. Goelet of this city on 
this gruesome subject. Dr. Goelet, 
who served on the commission ap- 
pointed by Gov. Flower, to investi- 
gate this very question of where the 
execution of the law ends when 
electricity is the lethal agent, de- 
clares that there has never been the 
slightest excuse for doubt since his 
commission made its investigation 
and report. He insists that the 
“electrocuted” criminal dies, and 
dies instantly, in the chair, through 
the destruction by the electric cur- 
rent of the biood-vessels 
brain. and he denies that the oc- 
casional resuscitation of victims of 
accidental electric shocks supposedly 
greater than those applied by the 
State is a sufficient excuse for im- 
agining a horrible uncertainty. . “It 
is all very well and proper," he 
savs, "to attempt resuscitation of 
those accidentally shocked by elec- 
tricitv, for in many instances they 
may be revived if the effort is made 
promptly and judiciously; but in 
these cases of accidental shock the 
condition is very different. The 


total energy of the current actually 1 


directed against the body is indefin- 
ite and uncertain, and may be, in- 
sufflcient to cause death, but in:the 
case of electrocution the strer 
the current employed is d tely 
known, and it is applied in a manner 
to bring the whole body under’ its 
influence. Death is, therefore, both 
positive and instantaneous, beyond 
a question of possible doubt. New

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NOTED ATHEIST, - 
PASSES AWAY 


Editor Moore of the the “Biue Grass Blade,” 
Prohibition-infide] Paper. 


Lexington, Ky., Feb. 8.—Charles 
Chilton Moore, editor of the Prohi- 
bition-intidel paper, the Blue Grass 
Blade, and a noted atheist—died 
here late yesterday after a long ill- 
ness of asthma and heart trouble. 

Charles C. Moore was one of the 
most remarkable characters in the 
state and was probably the most 
: icture que editor in the world. 
116 was born of wealthy and in- 
“uential parents, and early turned 
tis attention to the ministry. He 
was a geandson of the late Barton 
Stone, who was the co-worker of 
Alexander Campbell in the establish- 
ment of the religious sect so 
numerous throughout the middle 
west and commonly referred to as 
the "Campbellite religion." After 
receivinz د‎ thorough education 
which would fit him for the ministrv, 
voung Moore was ordained and be- 
came the pastor of the Christian 

church. Believing that a tour of 
foreign countries would be of much 
benefit to him in his chosen pro- 
'e.sion he crossed the Atlantic and 
made a tour of England, Ireland 
and Scotiand on foot, and later did 
the continent in the primitive man- 
ner. 

BECAME AN INFIDEL. 

Returning to this state he again 
teok charge of a church, but the 
civel war caused him to abandon 
his calling for a time and he joined 
the Confederate army. After the 
war he again engaged in preaching 
for several years. About this time 
he was visited by a former college 
class mate, who called himself a non- 
believer, and after services one Sun- 
dav night he took up the task of 
converting his companion. The 
two discussed religion the entire 
night, Rev. Moore meeting every 
objection of the doubtful one and 
finally convinced him that he was 
wrong and that the Bible was true 
and that Christianity was founded 
on truth, righteousness and love. 
In convincing his friend, however, 
Mocre opened upa new line of 
thought for himself, and the more 
he thought the more convinced did 
he become that he was wrong, and 
it was not long after this that he 
startled his congregation by the 
announcement that he had come to 
disbelieve the truth of the Bible 
and could not therefore continue 
longer as their pastor and guide. 

FOUNDED ''BLUE GRASS BLADE.” 


Shortly after this Mcore founded 
the Blue Grass Blade, wnich he had 
edited since as a prohibition-infidel 
paper. His writings in this weekly 
publication have been the cause of 
vetting him into more trouble than 
has ever befallen the lot of any other 
editor in the United States. 

He had been arrested on numerous 
occasions, and had served time in 
the Favette country jail. and was 
once convicted and sentenced to 
two vears in the Ohio penitentiarv 
at Columbus, O., for sending 
obscene matter through the mails, 
hut after serving several months, he 
was pardoned by President Mc- 
Kinlev.—Columbus Press-Post.

There 
upon the couch lay my lifeless 
corpse, the eyes closed, the face 
pale unto death—it was terrible.

HOW WITNESSES ERR. 


Experiments in Observation of Sham Crimes Be- 
veal Interesting Results. 

Prof. Cesare Lombroso, the fa- 
mous expert on crime and crim- 
nals, has this to say on the errors 
that are apt to be found in the tes- 
timony of witnesses in court: ‘A- 
part from the frequency of the path- 
ological lie (the lie told by those 
who are inclined to falsehood with- 
out reason) it is necessary to re- 
member that many have been led 
into error thru inaccurate observa- 
tion. It is a well known fact that 
a square divided horizontally ap- 
pears greater in breadth. Similarly, 
a man dressed in black seems smaller 
and thinner than when clad in white, 
We know too, that when objects 
suddenly loom upon us on a dark 
nivh we see them magnified ex- 
traordinarily. The causes of psy- 
chological error are numerous. 
Fear and sorrow intersept sensations 
and falsity them. An ordinarily 
courageous man, unnerved in a 
railway smash, declared that he 
had seen 100 bodies wedged between 
the carriages. Asa matter of fact, 
there wasonly one. On another oc- 
casion another man fled away, ime 
avining that he could hear the de- 
railed engine behind him for three- 
quarters of an hour. 

A criminal named Gusio threw 
himself on his warder and the warder 
took to his heels in the belief that 
he saw a knife in the prisoner’s hand; 
in reality it was a fish. 

“The image of a moving object 
is the sum total] of aseries of images 
of partial movement. Some of these 
images are perceived only by one set 
of persons; others by another set. 
Grassi records in his “Criminal Psy- 
chology” how, assisting at an ex- 
ecution where the hangman wore 
gloves, he ask four others present 
cf what color the gloves were. One 
said they were white; another dis- 
posed they were black; a third was 
sure they were gray, while the fourth 
swore that the hangman wore no 
gloves at all. In a game of dom- 
inoes the player does not count the 
spots one by one, but having before 
his eyes a focused image, desides 
that there is sevenor nine, as the 
case mav be. But, supposing these 
images did not conform to a tvpey 
the player would have to ascertain 
carefully each time before making 
his total, and he would still be liable 
to make mistakes. Something like 
this happens in ali our perceptions. 

"Prof. Lutz, who has applied to 
juris-prudence so many of the con- 
clusions reached by criminal an- 
thropology, one day had a homicide 
with dagger thrusts enacted unex- 
pectediv in school by two students. 
Immediatelv afterward he assembled 
all his pupils who had witnessed 
this sham tragedy and made them 
give evidence as if in court. Of 
60 eye witnesses of the same age, 
and ali of them were educated, 
scarcely 10 gave really accurate 
more or less important errors of 
detail. More recently Weber has 
related his experience with the 
members of the Society of Legal 
Psychology at Gothingen, Weber 
requested from each of them a 
written statement of a sham crime 
perpetuated under their very eyes. 
Over half their number gave in- 
exact information, while many of 
evidence. All the rest fell into 
them gave imaginary details and 
agreed about the aftair only on 
general lines.“ ig

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Initiative and Referendnum works 
extremely well, and in the latter 
country the plan of arbitration, 
Which has been in vogue for many 
vcars. serves to prevent strikes and 


to generaily improve the condition 
all the working people. 
Whenever called upon to arbi- 


trate between two contending forces 
it is absolutely necessary to take an 
entirely independent and outside 
view of the situation. The true 
arbitrator cannot take sides because 
no arbitration is possible unless it 
he admitted that there is a third 
wiser course than either of the two 
courses which the disputants have 
already perceived. The outside 
arbitrator must be a friend to both 
.artied and sympathize truly with 
their vital interests. But being un- 
prejudiced and dispassionate and 
nt involved in the controversy as 
an active participant, he must 
stand for simple equality, with no 
ee belief that one party is 
hearer to him than the other.

Therefore, with- 
ont disputing Spencer's fundamental 
proposition, he denies that the hon- 
est market exists under the compet- 
ative 0 Broadly speaking, 
the individualist or egoist, who need 
uot be an egotist, affirms the sacred- 
ness ct individual lite. He attaches 
like Emerson, enormous importance 
ro the single man, while the social- 
mav lose sight of the value of 
the individual because he sees hu- 
manity oniv in the bulk. The 
mutualist, who stands between the 
two parties. sees the value of the 
individual in the mass and also 
regards his value to the whole. He 
is, therefore, not blind to inequali- 
ties, tho he stands for the solidar- 
ity of the human race. This doc- 
trine, carried out in all its fulness, 
must result in universal peace. and 
must put an end to those bitter hos- 
tilitie which vet pervail among 
those who consider that people 
must either be crushed or radically 
changed in order that civilization 
may prevail over the entire earth. 

It 1s. however, self-evident that 
racial characteristics cannot be 
obliterated, but by gradual process- 
es they may be combined, but it 
it not always desirable to combine 
them, because different nations and 
peoples have distinctive missions to 
fuii and are adapted, by const it u- 
tion and temperament, to a specific 
place of abode and particular kinds 
ot effort. James Freeman Clarke, 
in his famous book, ‘‘The Great 
Religions.“ divides the religious 
svstems of the world under two 
heads-ethric and catholic. Those 
under the first heading seem indlige- 
nous to certain lands and will bear 
transportation. Those under the 
second heading like Judaism, Bud- 
‘nism, Christianity and Mecham- 
medanism, can travel over the 
lobe and adapt themselves to vary- 
ing circumstances. Brahminism 
particularly is stationary, and scems 
:H adapted to other people than the 
Hindoos, and to no other land than 
India, while that essentiai Vedantic 
pohilesophv which is often called 
Hinduism is quite universal in its 
essential application. 

The same remark may apply to 
certain races of people, some of 
which seern so thoroly adapted to 
an exclusive kome environment 
that like certain tpyes of veveta- 
bles, they cannot grow and thrive 
cutside of a certain domain, while 
other people. particularly the Anglo-

At the end of six years I had not 
advanced very far in my medium- 
snip because I had looked for the 
wonderful developments promised 
re by mediums at various times. 
These, feeling bound to tel me 
something for the money I paid 
into their coffers, had prophesied al!

time. 

Thus I always was in a state of 
expectation of the wondertul.  !

so glibly foretold my phenomenal 
developments. 1 had to learn it 
myself by the magnitude of the 
spiritual truths impressed on my 
brain and I will say I was some- 
times staggered” at the value of the 
knowledge given me in this way, 
tecause I knew I was perfectly 
ignorant of that line of thot; in fact, 
had never had much mental devel- 
opment in any serious vein of thot. 

Now all this time 1 had never 
seen or heard thru my own medium- 
ship of any personal guide who 
attended on my footsteps. I saw 
nothing — heard nothing which 
would lead me to suppose that I had 
a “band” of spirits or a “guide”. 
I did not even seem to prize the 
knowledge that came at times, thru 
mv brain.

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Diet and Cancer. 


Of the 27,487 who died of cancer 
in England in 1901, probably the 
majority were operated upon by 
cutting out the diseased past. The 


‘expectations from radium and the 


x-ray will end in disappointment, 
because the sources and mainten- 
ance of cancer lie in the impurities 
of the blood, and can only be con- 
tended against by a process of puri- 
fication. Cancer is not fcrmed when 
the blood is pure, and will wither 
away when its impure sources are 
removed. Pure diet and not too 
much of it will cure cancer. This 
assertion is sustained by a case 
described by Mr. Sidney Beard, of 
Paignton, Devon, of a lady who 
"eighteen months ago was seen bv 
two consulting surgeons, who de- 
clared that she was suffering from a 
typical undoubted cancer of the 
breast. An operation having been 
declined. the patient was induced to 
adopt an exceedingiy limited and 
fruitarian diet. Gradually the activ- 
ity of the growth ceased, absorpticn 
and the wasting of the tissues slowly 
occurred, and today its site is mark- 
ed by a scar-like nodule of material 
presenting none of the signs'of an 
active malignant growth: The sur- 
geons are of the opinion that these 
results are due to dietetic treatment 
alone.. — London News.

countries, how much space would 
there be left for the growing of beef, 
mutton and pork? It would simply 
be impossible to devote any such 
space to such purposes. It is not 
so bard to support a large popula- 
tion on the soil if that means that 
the food used is to be vegetable, 
but when it is necessary for that 
people to have sirloin and chops it 
becomes a problem cf a different 
sort. | 

An acre oí good fertile soil wii le 
produce from 1,200 to 2,400 pounds 
of wheat in a six months’ summer 
season. The average actually raised 
is much less as the following table 
of production will show: 


Wheat 900 Ibs per. acre 
Corn 1,500 lbs per acre 
Oats 1,800 ibs per acre 
Legumes 1,200 Ibs per acre 
Peanuts 1.200 Ibs per acre 
Potatoes 10,000 ibs per acre 
Strawberries 2,500 Ibs per acre 
Grapes 7,500 Ibs per acre 
Walnuts 15,000 Ibs per acre 
Apples 25,000 tbs per acre 
Bananas 120,000 Ibs per acre 


But even this low average has far 
more food value than could be pro- 
duced by feeding these things ot 
any product of the soil to flesh- 
producing animals. It has been 
estimated that the food production 
of the soil is twenty times as great 


when devoted to the raiging ‘of : eks 1 


grains, nuts, fruits and vegetables 
as when devoted to the raising of 
animal products. That being true, 
we must admit that the future of 
the carnivorous man is not very 
bright. He will be driven perforce < 
to a vegetarian diet whether he 

or not. Increasing 

makes it a necessity that he should 
take up a non-flesh diet. Statistics 
show, in fact, that he is already 
doing so, for recent statements 77 
that the per capita consumption of 
meat is rapidlv decreasing. 

In the face of such things the 
argument that meat is ال‎ 
seems foolish and superficial. The 
actual disappearance of the use of 
meat is now taking place and it 
seems to be only a matter of time 
until the majority of the so-called 
vizilized part of the human race 
will be living entirely without meat.

[ am surprised that anyone should 
think that the flesh of animals is 
cheaper and more easily digested 

than vegetable food. 

I never need any physic if I have 
plenty of raw apples or similar fruit. 
[ heard a laboring man say he could 
not atiord meat more than three 
times a week; it was too expensive. u 
[ have heard other men say they 
could not buy beef at all; it was too 
expensive. If I wanted to live 
cheaply, I would adopt a vegetable 
diet exciusivelv. 1 have known 
wheat to sell at less than one cent a 
pound. There is certainly more ۴ 
nutriment in one pound of wheat 
than in a pound of beef. 1 find I 
can grind all the whole wheat I 
want, and do it well in a common 
coffee miil, then 1 know it is pure, 
and I eat it raw. 

I can buy hulled. salted peanuts 
for ten cents a pound, retail. I 
would rather have a pound of pea- 
nuts than a pound of beef. A pound 
of sugar at five cents is worth more 
than a pound of meat. There 0 
better medicine than onions. Their 
odor is not so bad as that of tobacco. 
There is more nutriment in rice vee 
in meat of any kind.

Soak Lima beans over night or 
ail day and then boil until tender, 
press thru ۵ sieve, add salt, pepper, 
and & tablespooonful of butter to 
each pint of pulp; stir in two eges 
weil beaten, and half a cup of bread 
crumbs. Form into a rol} and bake 
for twenty minutes in a quick oven. 
Serve plain or with the following: 
TOMATO SAUCE. — Make a tomato 
sauce by straining the juice from 
stewed tomatoes, seasoning it with 
onion juice, a little sugar, and salt 
and pepper to taste, finally stirring 
into it a generous lump of butter 
rolled in flour to thicken. Cook for 
five minutes, stirring frequently. 

SCHMEAR CASE DUMPLINGS. 


Use one cupful of schmear case or 
cottage checse prepared as for the 
table. sait, stir in a beaten egg and 
acupful of flour. Mix well and 
drop by spoonsful into boiling water. 
Boil ten minutes. Try one and if 
too soft add more fiour. Beat two 
large spoonsful of butter in a pan 
and add a cupful of bread crumbs. 
Turn the dumplings into the but- 
tered crumbs. This is a German 
dish and is good and light if made 
right. 

NUT TARTS. 

Roll out on a marble slab half a 
pound of puff paste, and with a tart 
cutter stamp into any desired shape; 
then with a smaller round cutter cut 
half-way through the center of each, 
carefully removing the small pieces of 
paste. Arrange in shallow, greased 
baking pans and place directly on 
ice for one hour, when they should 
be placed immediately in a quick 
oven for about ten minutes. After 
removing, fill the depression with a 
merangue made from the whites of 
two eggs. whipped with two table- 
spoonsful of crushed maple sugar and 
one tablespoonful of finely chopped 
nuts, and return to the oven fcr a 
moment to brown. 

DUTCH LETTUCE.

M.ealizing that facts and figures 
are of much more value than be- 
het and assert ions, we have worked 
out the foilowing for the readers of 
"Tag SUNFLOWER.” We purchased 
at the confectioners one pound of 
ine peanuts, requesting accurate 
weight. We made these nuts into 
butter. and again visited the con- 
fectioner—the product was 2 1-2 oz. 
short of a pound. We purchased 
our shelled peanuts at wholesale 
prices, ten cents a pound, and when 
mie up the cash outlay for the 
bu'ter is a little less than twelve 
cents a pound—this does not include 
ure or labor, but fifteen cents a 
pound should include even ۰ 
The following simple recipe was 
usul, one that we have followed for 
Several years and always found 
satisfactory.

*h.nk peanut butter is expected to 
taxe the place of dairy butter and 
d M. 
l'he amount of protein contained 
jrevents it from doing so. It is to 
the Vegetarian what flesh is to the 
meat eater, and the meat eater does 
not expect to go without his butter 
and cream, but if his meat is fat, 
7 re-juires less of the dairy pro- 
duct. And so with peanut butter, 
it is like fat meat in its combina- 
tion with other foods. Let us ana- 
Ivze a peanut sandwich. Nearly 
every housewife has made a plain 
bread and dairy sandwich.

In this estimate, to be 
fair, we should include wanton mur- 
cerers of innocent animals and birds. 

But the worst effect is that 
“hich it has upon the mothers of 
cur country. A majority of the 
others of this country are the 
cooks in their respective families, 
and are required to cut up the meat 
in sections convenient for cookimg, 
t» dress and sometimes even kill 
: „ls. Even though these mothers 
are not in process of maternity they 
trav be throwing this condition on 
the next conception. The results 
may be a murderer is brought into 
the worki. 

At the age of 14 years Jessie 
Pomeroy murdered several of his 
J iayrnates in the South Boston botr- 
toms, cutting them to pieces and 
mutilating them in numerous ways. 
It was eventually discovered that 
he was the murderer, and he was 
sentenced at that young age to hang.

All wealth is converted at 
last into labor. Labor makes land 
what it is. It adds the increment 
of value to the land. How came 
theland to be owned, practically 
confiscated by the few? It was 
done by might—and not by right. 
And what might has done, right 
must undo. 

What George proposed to do was 
to tax the unearned increment, that 
is, gather in by the process of 
taxation the increment which the 
community, by its labor gives to all 
the land in use, and so, gradually 
do away with private ownership in 
land. This unearned increment is 
a mighty big item and would, if

everyone to work. There could be 
no idle or leisure class, save as their 
leisure has been earned by legitimate 
toil. Poverty would be eliminated, 
because ‘every man, woman and 
child could find work for hand or 
brain and where there are now 
twenty-five men looking for one job, 


there would be more work than men 
to do it. 
Finally, under such ۵ social 


regime, where wealth is the power 
to labor, and labor is the life of the 
world, disease, caused by unnatural 
conditions, would disappear, and 
pain as that word-is understood, 
would cease to afflict the race of 
men.

A Vanishing Faith. 


It is hardly worth while to men- 
tion that the scientific teachings of 
the Bible are not credited in our 
schools, colleges. and universities, 
There has been published in England 
an encyclopedia of the Bible. The 
articles are bv eminent divines. 
In that work the authors give up 
the very foundations of Christanity. 
Thev say that Genesis is not history. 
The story of creation, the garden of 
Eden, the deluge, crossing the Red 
sca, commanding the sun to stand 
still, Jonah and the whale, the 
tower of Babel, ctc., are fables and 
mvthical legends, and not actual 
facts of history. Of course if ae 
garden of Eden was a fable, an al- 
leeorv, or a myth, away goes the 
fall of Adam and the damning of 
the world, for without the fall there 
was no necessity of a redeemer. 
The first Adam being a myth, the 
second Adam, Jesus Christ, was in 
that character a myth also. Amyth 
could never demand a later fact. 

The idea of Virgim-born demi- 
gods can be traced to India, Persia, 
Eevpt, thence to Greece, where it 
had been in existence for a thous- 
and vears. 11 is from some of these 
sources that the inventors of Chris- 
tianity obtained it. The crucified 
savior of the Hindoos furnishes al- 
most a complete parallel to Jesus 
Christ. We only need to read the 
two accounts to recognize that with 
very slight modifications the history 
of lesus was taken from the history 
of Chrishna. It is apparently a fact 
that the paintings of Isis and Horus, 
the virgin mother and child of 
Egvpt, were taken to Rome and 
sold for the most artistic representa- 
tions of the Virgin Mary and Jesus. 

The traces of the pagan origin of 
Christianity are too plain to be 
mistaken. We see part of it in 
Christmas, the 25th of December, 
claimed to be the nativity of the 
son of God. But Christmas be- 
lonved to Paganism. The sun had 
apparentiv reached his greatest 
journey south at this time. The 
davs became the shortest of the 
vear They now began to lengthen. 
The Pagans celebrated this period 
with jov and festiveties as the 
birth of their god, the sun. Chris- 
tians borrowed this ceremony. As 
thev could not easily change the 
rites and ceremonies of the Pagans, 
they adopted them and placed them 
under another name. Chamber's 
Encyclopedia says that Christmas 
was not the nativity of Jesus. The 
twelve constellations, twelve signs 
of the zodiac, and twelve months of 
the vear correspond very well to the 
twelve apostles. When the sun- 
eod was passing thru the sign of 
Virgo, the celestial virgin, he was 
said to have been born of a virgin. 
Easter is a personification of Spring, 
and was celebrated as a resurrection 
of nature into renewed life. Chris- 
tians borrowed Sunday from the 
Pagans. That was the one day out 
of the seven upon which they wor- 
shiped the sun. Priestcraft was 
instrumental in obscuring this na- 
ture-worship. They made all the 
circumstances apply to a personal 
being. They could thus more easily 
deceive and ensiave the minds of 
the people. ۱ 

The Jews who lived at that time 
rejected this superstition. They 
knew that Isaiah had beem falsified 
and that there was no prophecy of 
such a character as Jesus was re- 
presented to be. They had the 
best means of. knowing what their 
own books meant.— Truthsceker.

Gottlieb died. He had been a 
good sort of man in his way. He 
rather exvected to go to heaven, 
the. to confess the truth, he had 
never spent much time considering 
the matter. He had enjoyed his 
earthly lot, loved bis wife and child 
and taken good care of them. He 
always gave the beggar something, 
tho he did it in the same way he ate 
his dinner; it never oecurred to him 
to do otherwise. He had no idea 
of being paid for it in some future 
world; he simply liked to doit. He 
was a respectable citizen and kind 
neighbor. His funeral was a large 
and quiet one. People said but 
little about him, and he was ap- 
parently forgotten in a few days. 
Still he had always been so willing 
to lend a hand" that he was silent - 
ly missed in various ways. There 
was a certain brightness gone from 
the earth and sky to many a toiling 
one, but none were rich enough to 
build à monument. 

But Gottlieb had never troubled 
himself about what would happen 
aíter his death, either in this world 
or the world to come. He did not 
care for a marble slab here or a 
white robe hereafter. He lived in 
a free and easy way. He did not 
.oncern himself about the immor- 
tality of his soul. He believed in 
it because everybody else did, but 
had no vivid conceptions of it. He 
did not deny himself an earthly 
enioyment for the sake of a heaven- 
ly one. He took hold of this life 
with the whole-heartedness and 
simplicity of a child, and made the 
most of it as a child does nut- 
gathering" or "trout-(üshing." He 
had no metaphysical puzzles or 
theologica! speculations to bother 
him. The sky, the flowers, the 
grass, the waters were so exquisitely 
beautiful that he never queried 
about any other place than the 
sweet and living world in which 
his lot was cast. He was not afraid 
of death any more than of his night's 
sleep. He was perfectly satisfied 
with the present, while he made ne 
fuss about quitting it. He knew he 
couldn't help dying. The same 
power that made him took him a- 
way, ason the whole it made life 
pleasant, no doubt it would make 
death equally so. At any rate in- 
digestion would mot trouble him, 
and so he would not have any bad 
dreams. If he slepta sleep that 
knows no waking, his nap would be 
a comfortable one; he would not 
even be bothered by flies. If he 
madea good meal for worms, he 
would be so gently devoured that 
no bones would be broken. He 
would be eaten up as delicately as 
a bit of confectionery, with no pain 
to himself and with great pleasure 
t» the worms. If one thus forms a 
part of the universal feast that 
nature spreads for all, why should 
he complain, seeing that he has 
had his turn at the table? A fair 
exchange is no robbery. Death is 
a settling up of accounts, and one 
gets off quite cheaply if he can pay 
ior the privilege of living by giving 
a square meal to a company of 
worms. Surely nature is an easy 
creditor. ۱ 

Gottlieh’s wife and child both be- 
lonved to the church, and were

Gottlieb loved them with his whole 
soul, but he himself did not belong 
to the church. In a vague sort of 
way he considered ita humbug; 
still, if any one could find comfort 
in it he did not object. He paid a 
good round sum every year to keep 
the minister fat. He considered 
them a rather lazy set, and if he 
could have had his own way with- 
cut trouble would have set them ali 
to work. But other folks seemed to 
think so much of them that he did 
not care to overthrow these some- 
what serviceable nonentities.

Could art have added anything to 
the oratury of Fred Douglass? or 
the schools have improved ۵ 
Shakespeare? They dwarf a giant 
but increase the stature of a pigmy. 
To the observant ear and the rev- 
erent mind all nature brings a mes- 
sage. The birds that sing. the 
lowers that bloom, the earth, filled 
with animate and inanimate objects, 
all speak to man. The painter sees 
pictures, the sculptor, statues, the 
orator, orations, and the preacher, 
setmons; it is only the dull eve and 
deaf ear that cannot see and hear.

I.am perfectly satisfied 
that spirits can communicate. that 
we really are immortal, that Spirit- 
ualism is the basis of universal re- 
ligion, but while I admit this, I also 
must add that it is better to develop 
one's own powers, so as to realize 
one's own supernormal self, to see 
clairvoyantly, hear clairsentiently, 
enter the spirit wofld as Swedenborg 
did consciously, and with the full 
possession of his faculties, than to 
become a tool of spirits, to’ be ob- 
sessed by outside intelligences by 
abrogating your freedom and abdi- 
cating your sovereignty. It’s easy 

to be a tool but it's godlike to be a 
Buddha or a Christ. 

I challenge any medium, whatever 
his pbase of mediumship, to prove 
that any test he may purport to get 
from Dr. Hodgson is from him. To 
get the test is one thing; to prove 
that it is from Dr. Hodgson in the 
spirit world is quite another.

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DOCTOR HODGSON 
‘PSYCHIC PHENOMENA 
-AND TELEPATHY. 


Can He Prove His Post-Mertem 
, Existence. 


The fundamental and radical dif- 
ference between Spiritism“ and 
“Spiritualism” is not generally un- 
derstood by the public. The two 
are often identified as one and the 
same. Nor is the difference under- 
stood between an occultist or occult 
science and a medium and the sci- 
ence of mediumship. Spiritism has 
to do with the manifestations or 
phenomena of excarnate spirits 
through the function called medi- 
umship.  Broadly speaking, it is 
necromancy.: Spiritualists claim 
that without Spiritism they would 
have no révelation, no knowledge 
of immortality, no demonstration of 
a supernormal life or a life beyond 
the grave. Indeed, they cstablisha 
religion, philosophy and science up- 
on Spiritism or phenomena, alleged 
to be produced by spirits, the de- 
ceased of.earth. But Spiritualism, 
broadly speaking, is fundamentally 
any religion or philosophy which, 
from an à priori or a posteriori 
standpoint of evidence. affirms a 
spiritual basis of life and the spirit- 
ual (divine) not Spiritist ic, hypoth- 
esis as the only working or workable 
one, occult science, | corroborating 
the latter view, exploits phenomena 
as independent powers or functions 
of the eb, potential and undevel- 
oped in &&ch one, but, susceptible to 
expressióil, independent of spirits; 
so that at spirite éxcarnate. are

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alleged tó do through mediums and 


by mediumship, an occultist by un- 
derstanding his science can perform 
without their aid. A medium must 
be obsessed to produce psychical 
phenomena, but an occultist is 
merely possessed, that is, he is an 
adept in no sense controlled by a 
force outside himself, nor is he en- 
tranced, nor is be unconscious. 
This is the cadical difference between 
an occultist and a medium. Nota 
single Spiritistic phenomena can be 
produced througk a medium, (gran- 
ted of course that phenomena are 
produced) unless he is obsessed 
partially or fully; that is, unless he 
yielded as a subject his wil, mind 
and body to the bypnotist or oper- 
ating, controlling spirit intelligence. 
An occultist does the same thing in- 
dependently, whether immortality 
is a factor or not, whether Spirit- 
ism is a fact at all. This 1s what 1 
have been trying fcr fifteen years to 
hammer into the heads of Spiritual- 
ists and Spiritists, and not a few are 
awakening to the importance of the 
distinction. 

Now as to doctor Hodgson and 
his particular test; ary student 
with but a smattering of occult sci- 
ence knows that any spccilied code 
of signs or procedure by which Dr. 
Hodgson's spirit is to be identified, 
can be gotten at by an occultist 
who knows his business, in a per- 
fectly natural way. as by telepathy 
for instance, or by psychometry 
(feeling it through super-normal sen- 
sitiveness) or by clairvoyance. This 
could have been done bv the late 
Bishop or anyone skilled in legiti- 
mate mind reading. 

Allthis sounds like romance to 
the Spiritualist who is credulous and 
who has been ignorantly made to 
believe that mediumship is the only 
gateway into the mysteries of necro- 
mantic and occult phenomena, is the 
only function by which mam can 
know or do unything occult or super- 
natural. ; It is a common fact of or- 
dinary human experience to get 
another's thought, either by choice 
or unconsciously. That law which 
makes thoughts so easily transfer- 
able from mind to mind is the same 
law which governs more complex 
telepathic phenomena.

SUBCONSCIOUS SELF 
AND TELEPATHY.

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gences. And just as soon as he 
vibrates a little further away from 
the mortal his subconsciousness 
ceases, so far as we are concerned. 
It was, at the best, very imperfect, 
easily suggested into absurdities, 
and accepting as truth any thought 
that reached it. In fact it was a 
very weak self-hood, save in its 
giant memory. 

I want just here to once again re- 
peat and emphasize that this prec- 
ious subconscious self, of which the 
S. P R. and Hudson are so proud, 
is only the everyday self at the 
boundary where mortal vibrations 
are commencing to grow feeble. A 
few steps further and this so-called 
subconscious self has crossed the 
line too far to even make himself an 
exhibit for the scientist. In other 
words, the subconscious self of the 
mortal has become a conscious self, 
with independent selfhood—living 
amidst vibrations that sense beau- 
ties and unfold powers of which the 
brain man knows nothing. It he 
has a thought, or even an expres- 
sicn uf love he wishes to send back, 
he must, when the gap is once fully 
entered—employ some intelligence 
vet sitting on the fence with a vi- 
bration that can possibly reach a 
mortal brain. Your subconscious 
man is then dead, and by way of 
an epitaph I would say, He did 
not amount to much practical to the 
mor:ai while he was alive.’ 

It is claimed that he is today 
lord «nd master of so much of the 
mortal organism as the brain man 
cannot directly control. I do not 
recognize that claim, for I see the 
aggregated intelligences of every 
organ doing their work in their own 
wav. And we all know how the 
white corpuscles (phagocytes) are 
perpetually on guard, and attacking 
every invader. So far as I can see, 
this wonderful subconscious self 
doesn't trouble himself about the 
home worries and domestic duties, 
but it his attention can be called to 
necessity for action he can usually 
add vibratory energy to one organ, 
and perhaps reduce that of another. 
When he does that it is proclaimed 
to be an exhibition of "mind pow- 
er," "mental healing" or ''divine in- 
flux. Such healings are often turned 
into rcligious capital and, with many 
a prayer, carefully stored in celes- 
tial "safe deposits"—away from 
worms. But these venerating souls 
as we now see, are just. worshipping 
the powers that inhere to so much 
of their own seifhood as can cross 
the line, and which has now been 
proclaimed, with scientific plaudits, 
the independent subconscious self.” 

After death we discover this ‘‘sub- 
conscious self" has attained a full 
independent selfhood, which, like 
John Brown’s Body goes marching 
on. It had been the mind evolv- 
ment of the mortal man, that is to 
say, it was an intelligence manifest- 
ing thru mental substance. There 
was the mortal brain at one end of 
the brain man’s selfhood, and this 
evolved mental brain at the other. 
You may call it, if you will. a mere 
difference of vibration of substance, 
and so it is, but the outwrought 
senscs of one body have a limit they 
cannot pass. And this limit means, 
sooner or later, a certain disinte- 
eration to mortal brain, with the re- 
sult we call death. It will equally 
mean disintegration to that mental 
brain when in its advance it has 
rcached vibrations bevond its sense 
limit. But it will, in its turn, have 
evolved a selfconscious selfhood, all 
ready for the next step in eternal 
progress. 

No law of nature, now known to 
us, will be violated. Selfhood will, 
and must continue to have its ful- 
ness and its limits. But this means 
woe to what we call “spirit return.’ 
If the subconscious self of today is 
erratic and limited in its relation to 
the brain of mortal man, the out- 
stretched senses of mental man, will 
in their turn, merge into a spirit 
selfhood vet more refined, further 
away from earth, and always limited 
to its lower self and at every step 
getting further away from the mor- 
tal self and its coarse material brain. 

Our relation with the invisible 
must be first through our own outer 
selfhood at the divide, which self 
can still touch our mortal brain, 
though imperfectly. Through that 
self, all imperfect as it is, other 
selves a step further advanced, must 
tell the tale of their experiences, so 
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God submits his world to be stained 
by the blood of the innocent. 

All submission, all surrender, all 
sacrifice, renunciation, made in the 
name of God, will surely conquer im 
the end.

We arc, so far as some of our 
large cities are concerned, immersed 


in iniquity, with a huge contest' of 


criminality on our hands. 

Happily, cities do not absolutely 
rule the country as in the past, but 
their in'luence extends far and wide, 
and the country sutfers in conse- 
quence. To prevent final corruption 
in general, an Independent League 
of citizens is a timely introduction. 

We have an ideal: Our republican 
form of government! Let us act up 
to it in the spirit of its true megn- 
ing—irrespective of what  PéLi- 
TICIANS say or think, or what our 
own political beliefs prompt us to 
do. That is, stop winking at egor- 

ruption simply because we cannot 
overcome our prejudices against 
other parties. 

Partizanship mav be all right in 
times of trouble, but partizanship 
is not true patriotism in times of 
peace; and permitting corruption to 
run riot is a condition whose 2 
results is worse than conquest by a 
foreign power. A man be beaten 
and rise again, but not after suicide; 
and corruption in government is 
degeneracy—self-murder. 

Comparisons may be odious, but 
there are not a few indications that 
we are running parallel (in some 
quarters) with old Rome. Let us 
not permit the comparison to be- 
come general.

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DEATH BED VISIONS PIERCE 
SPIRIT VEIL, 


Declares Dr. H. S. Bee. 


The greatest question before 
the world, one that should receive 
the most attention from men of 
sc nee. is this—if a man die, shall 
he live again? Thus spake the 
great statesman, Gladstone. 

After vears of study and observa- 
tion at the bedside of the dying, I 
think | know that aman never dies, 
in the sense that the spirit is no 
more. Notwithstanding that I 
have passed the Osler age, I cannot 
agree with him that the dying do 
not see thru the veil—do not feel 
comforted at what they see on the 
other side of the mortal sphere. 
For I have seen many go, and 
heard many tell me what they saw, 
and I have witnessed some phe- 
nomena. 

Jam nota believer in so-called 
Spiritualism, as to me it seems con- 
founding truth with absolute silli- 
ness, To believe as Spiritualists do 
one has to become somewhat tang- 
l:d up. 

I have known men—truthful men, 
pure men and holy men— who had 
experienced the spiritual conditions 
wherein they could say positively 
that spirits live freed from the flesh. 
They were not insane or tronbled 
with ailments to indeuce delusions. 


SPIRITS 1N OTHER WORLD. 


As I have experienced the same, 
I iun not conscious of delusion, 
ser to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. Dr. Osler would give one the 
impression that there is no future 
Tite. 

Professor Huxley, one of the fore- 
most scientists cf the age, agrees 
with Fredrick Harrison, the most 
jearned of men, that when one can 
“ive a reason for a belief which 
cornes within the bounds of reason 
and common sense, it becomes 
Scientific. There should be no 
quarrel between science and the 
higher manifestations of psychic 
phenomena. 

To bea believer in the theory 
that we are living in a world with- 
ın a world, one does not have to 
lorsake the church, or become a 
disbeliever in the Christian religion. 
St. Paul claimed that there is a 
spiritual body, and from my ob- 
servation and experience I fully 
agree with ۰+ 

One has to experience this phe- 
nomena before he can become con- 
vinced. No man living is free from 
delusions, and some may claim that 
lam deluded, so I will make no 
attempt to demonstrate the whys of 
my belief. 

ABIDING PLACE OF DEPARTED. 

1 can only say I am a firm be- 
Lever of the unseen world and in 
the theory that the luminous ether 
which scientists concede fils all 
space is the abiding place of those 
departed spirits who have thrown 
ctf the material body. 

The peopie of the great Chinese 
nation are believers in this theory. 
There must be some reason for the 
belief outside of mere superstition 
aud speculation. In the history of 
European nations in which the 
Greek and Roman blend we iind 
that they did not believe that this 
short life was man's only inheri- 
tance. 

Most scientists, while not accept- 
ing the doctrine of metempsy- 
chosis, looked upon death as a sim- 
ple change of life.

It shall not be lawful for any per 
son on the Lord's Day to run, con- 
duct or convey by any mode of 
conveyan any excursion on which 
passengers are conveyed for hire, and 
having for its principal or only ob- 
ject the carriage on that day of such 
passengers for amusement or pleas- 
ure, and passengers so conveved 
shall not be deemed to be traveliers 
within the meaning of this act. 

It shall not be lawful for any per- 
son on the Lord's Day to open to 
the public any park or pleasure 
ground or other place maintained 
for gain, to which an admission fee 
is charged, for any service or privi- 
lege. 

NO SHOOTING. 

It shall not be lawful for any per- 
son on that day to shoot at any 
target, mark or other object, or to 
use any gun, rille or other engine 
for that purpose. 

Violation of the act for each of- 
fense is punishable by a fine of not 
less than $1 and not more than 0 
and costs. 

Every emplover who causes the 
act to be is liable for each offense 
to a fine of not more than $100 and 
not less than $20, in addition to any 
other penalty prescribed bv law for 
the same offense. 

Every corporation which causes 
its employees to violate the act is 
fendered liable to a penalty not ex- 
ceeding $250 for the first offense, and 
for each subsequent offense to a 


penalty not exceeding $500.

He had almost forgotten 
‘here were any, Hitherto he had 
uved solitary with the eternal life 
and its manifestations in inferior 
rms.

minus a position, So much for rec- 
tifvin; ancient ideas! Rut the Uni- 
versity of Padua opened its doors. 
From classroom to auditorium 
proved a period of but short dura- 
tion; the voung Pisan instructor had 
become the leatned man of Padua. 
under this regimen of affairs the 
brain of Galileo. invented the pro- 
portional compasses, the thermom- 
eter, and lastly, the astronomical 
tele se ops, an improvement on the 
supposed magical "speculum." 

Scanning with that primitive in- 
strument the dome of night Galileo 
revealed a realm unknown. Far. 
far of, swimming in the ethers of 
space he saw new suns, new worlds, 
new svstems; the hitherto scintilla- 
tiny points were revolving planets 
moving with mathematical regular- 
itv, through the reaches of in- 
finitude; and farther off were other 
worlds before unseen, and farther 
away shone others, and still others 
were points fading away into invisi- 
bility. 

Galileo talked of his discoveries. 
He viewed the heavens, calculated, 
and talked again: but the world was 
not vet prepared. The priests and 
ignorant populace saw only the 
repetition of the heresies of Bruno 
and Copernicus. Opposition waxed 
warm, for Galileo worked on. Ad- 
versity always strengthens the man 
of integrity. 

By two succeeding popes com- 
pelled to recant—for he stili per- 
sisted after the first promise to de- 
sist—on the second and final occa- 
sion upon bended knee before the 
tribunal of the Holy See, Galileo 
swore upon the cross and Holy 
Bible to curse and detest the error 
and heresv of the movement of the 
earth." Back to his village home in 
Arcevri, broken in heart and health, 
blind, ostracised, Galileo, now a man 
of seventy seasons journeyed. After 
a short period spent in poverty and 
obscurity his work was to end, a 
savior whom posterity has honored. 

Thus have these champions of 
reason been persecuted. Ostra- 
cism torture, death has been theirs, 
because mankind failed to grasp the 


principles they advocated. With 
the thought of the stern Calvin 
there is associated a mental image 
uf the dying Servetus. with Flor- 


ence a vision of the tortured Savon- 

arela, the moral Zealot of the time. 

And there are others—tnany others 

who suffered because of. non-con- 

formance with the religious system 
f the day. 

We have briefiy outlined the his- 
tory of the development and earlier 
life of the religious system which 
has been accepted by all the divi- 
sions of the European branch of the 
Arvan race the Christian religion. 
Truc history is neither a ponegyrist 
nor an iconoclast; it simply states 
events as they have occurred ۰ 
out bias or blame. It leaves the 
student to draw his own conclusions 
and weigh in the balance of justice 
the deeds of the progenitors of the 
race. We are told of the events of 
the Middle Ages. History does not 
cal them the Dark Ages. Wehave 
found the prevalency of religious 
persecution and fanaticism not 
whoity due to the rise ot Christianty, 
but that the depravity of the citi- 
zens of Rome during the period of 
decline, the influx of barbarism. the 
depreciation of philosophical thot, 
and the unsettled condition of the 
times conduced to the birth in the 
mind of ignorance of the Universa! 
idea that the world was a world of 
sorrowing and overwhelming evil. 

These early Christions were sin- 

cere: they beheld the pagan civil- 
izations of antiquity as the handi- 
craft of the God of Evil. From 
this viewpoint there is litte with 
which to censure these earlv fathers 
for their self-tortures, seclusions, 
persecutions, for they entertained 
the idea that the deprivation and 
disfiguration of the flesh, and the 
suppression of all learning were the 
only means by which the race could 
be saved, and the anger of the 
ubiquitious Father appeased. This 
age was the age of religious martyrs, 
the age when men went down to 
awíul deaths that their fellow hu- 
mans might be saved from the tor- 
ments of eternal Hell. 

With much truth a certain author 
declared that of al! things useless 
to posterity martyrs are the most 
useless." Those whose fanatical

THE ORIGIN OF MAN. 


E. W. Howe of the Atchison Globe, 
who is traveling in the Orient. writes 
as follows regarding the origin of 
man: Now that I am in the home of 
the less progressive races, 1 thiok a 
good deal about the origin of ۰ 
No man who ha. intelligence, coup- 
led with a little learning, now. ac- 
cepts the accounts given in Genesis 
of the Creation of the World. Like- 
wise, the Mosaic account of the or- 
igin of the race, is rejected. It isn't 
true; this statement is everywhere 
accepted except by those who pre- 
fer tradition to truth well attested. 
A new science has been born; the 
science of man. The same method 
of inquiry which is applied to origin 
generally, is applied to man. He 
stands as an exception no longer; he 
is included in the universal order; he 
is no longer treated as a being apart 
from other living things. And that 
is what is meant by the science of 
man, which we call “anthropology.” 

in Atchison, people are familiar 
with the work of George Remsburg, 
who digs among the ruins of Indian 
villages, and discovers much that 
is interesting, concerning our prede- 
cessors. In a larger way the univer- 
sities are now studying the Science 
of Man, and making many valuable 
discoveries. The common descent 
of man and apes is no longer 
doubted. But man is neither the 
offspring nor the brother of the apes; 
he is a sort of a cousin more than 
once removed. Where is the ۰ 
ing link between them? There کل‎ no 
missing link; there never has been 
one. Somewhere in antiquity atype 
branched off from the ape, with the 
power to think. This type devel- 
oped into a man, and the ape re- 
mained an ape.... Where did 
manoriginate? Darwin says, ptob- 
ably in Africa; but nobody knows. 
It is only certain that man was 
evolved in the course of countless 
centuries. lie saw that the waters 
of big rivers fell aad rose, or, in the 
cases of smaller streams, sometimes 
disappeared altogether. In these 


and a hundred other events, he 4 3 
dimly noted the differences ich, 


in the long run, lead the mind to 
comparisons, and thereby lay the 
foundation of knowledge—of the re- 
lation of things which we call cause 
and effect. Ages passed before 
man could correct the first impres- 
sions of his senses, and learn the facts 
about his surroundings. Knowing 
of the haunts and habits of the prey 
he sought; of the fittest seed and 
berrics for food; of the times they 
fruited; of soil in which they grew; 
of the elemental differences in things, 
as the sinking of stone and floating 
of wood; of the strangeness of things, 
as when the struck flint emitted 


sparks of fire, which he later utilized; ` 


by this slow process knowledge was 
born.

Here is the strange story of ghest- 
ont ted and deserted ۰ 
d Surrency, the original but. now 
بی‎ Surrency, was in the be- 
vinning but the name of a quaint, 
mall estate, the homstead of the 
Surrency family, in southern Geor- 
Zia. It has grown now to cover 
and include the comnunity of scat- 
tered farm houses wide in extent 
and separated one from another by 
varying distances from one to sev- 
eral miles, 

These homes, which have been 
leserted more than a quarter oí a 
eentury, are all in ruins, and of 
many of them originally only tiny 
irame structures of one or two 
rooms, not a vestige of timber or 
stone remains. The lands around 
them, too, are deserted and 07,

spot as perhaps exists anywhere 
else on the earth today.

CONSCIOUS AND SUB-CON-

Much is said and written about 
the conscious and: subconscious 


mind, as if there were actually two 
minds, whereas in reality it is one 
mind and two conditions. All that 
has ever been experienced by the 
individual is recorded bv mind, not 
simplv that which pertains to his 
present phase ot being, but the full 
record of all his past life. and this 
store of experience is what is called 
the sub-conscious mind.

While reading Mrs. Eva Cassell’s 
mediumistic experiences in a recent 
issue of the SUNFLOWER, I was

For instance, one cannot positively 
sav one knowsathing unless one 
has experienced it to some extent, at 
least. seeing it and hearing about it 
does not always awaken in us the 
necessary sympathy for enslaved 
sufferers, no matter from what 
cause, and as long as we do not 
wholly enter into the conditional 
arena and have our system and 
strength tried, acquiring thru such 
trials the mental aud spiritual un- 
foldment which then enables us to 
comprehend the messages we receive 
in the inner shcool. I repeat, with- 
eut this, we are not competent of 
undertanding rightly and are not fit 
messengers for public service to the 
world. 

* I have seen thot in action between 
spirits and mortals and have con- 
scicusly experienced it many times 
myself, and know therefore, how 
easv it is to get things mixed. 
There is, in most cases, a vibratory 
difference of brain activity between 
the spirit transmitter and the mor- 
tal receiver. This 3s, and always 
has been. the cause of all misunder- 
standings that have been such a 
baneful oppression to humanity. It 
is due to such vibratory misfit or 
mental inequality, that a word is 
left off here or there, or a wrong 
one used where the entire meaning 
hinges upon such word. 

The mediums may be, and nearly 
always are, innocent enough, but 
not spiritually unfolded to the right 
degree for such services at all times, 
and overtaxation of certain nerves 
used as telegraph lines for such inter- 
change of thot is detrimental. The 
anvels labor so patientiv and so 
hard to overcome these misiit con- 
ditions and resultant statements, 
but they need our cooperation, 
active, sincere cosperation to learn 
the lessons they give us. Really no 
cne is competent to teach others 
what he himself does not compre- 
hend rightly. 

In concluding her experiences 
Mrs. Cassell says: Why could not 
sume of the fine mediums I have 
come in contact with have been con- 
trolled by the higher powers and 
given me the important revelation, 
instead of my having to Wait twenty 
vears for it to be given to me per- 
sonally?” ——

The process has 8 
slow and often painful in exper- 
iences, but I ‘am thankful that I 
have been thus led and taught. I 
know now that there was a vast 
diference between seeing grand 
sights and hearing grand truths 
expressed and being able to under- 
stand them in their true meaning 
and application to work out the 
contained purpose.

Union Church“ not to be delivered 
over to any denomination and was 
to be used for anv purpose of meet- 
ing, such as lectures, etc. Before 
the building was completed the 
Methodists get it into their posses- 
sion by some hocus pocus and the 
title was given over to the Metho- 
dist conference. The first time it 
was ever asked for outside of church 
was use when it was asked for this 
Spiritualist meeting. It was refused. 

In vain the people protested that 
thev had helped to build it and it 
was theirs to use by all the laws cf 
justice: not a budge on the part of i 
tha trustees and preacher. But 
then a new element entered. The 
man at whose home I was enter- 
tained, altho a Spiriturlist, helped 
to sustain the church. He said, 
"Allright. You can refuse the use 
of it, but we will hold our. meet ing 
and I will pay this month's sub- 
scription and that will end it. I 
will never give another cent toward 
the support of the church in this 
town.” 

That was a blow below the belt. 
It struck deeper than religion or 
church regulations. Our people 
immediately went to the lumber 
yard and were arranging board 
seats when the minister backed 
down and we held our meeting in 
the church. 

On another occasion I was filling 
an engagement ina town in the 
state of Nebraska. While there 
a baby died and its parents wished 
me to conduct the funeral service.

DR. CRAPSEY IS BOLD. 


Undaunted by Trial for Heresy Me Again: De- 
clares There Was ne Physical Resurrection, 


ithaca, Y. V., April 29.—Rev. 
Algernon S. Crapsey. whose trial for 
heresy was concluded yesterday at 
Batavia, delivered a powerful 
sermon in Sage Chapel this after- 
noon before a large and representa- 
tive audience including President 
Schurman, ex-President Andrew D. 
White and Dean Crane. He chose 
for his text the resurrection, but 
asserted that it was spiritual only, 
He said in part: 

"Nine-tenths of the talk of the 
resurrection is mere sounding brass 
or tinkling cymbal: there is no more 
sense in the talk of most men about 
the fesurrection than there would 
be in my talking to you about 
differential calculus." 

He said that thestory of the 
resurrection was tradition and not 
history and must be dealt with 
accordingly. He said: "You must 
remember jn studying the resur- 
rection we are not deaiing with 
physical facts in à physical world; 
we are dealing with the great mys- 
teries of the spirit, seeing Jesus not 
with the actual eye. but with the 
souls of his followers. He was a

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SECUL. ARIZING EDUCATION 
IN ENGLAND. 


The president of the British 
Board of Education, Mr. Birrell, is 
having his hands fullin trying to 
bring harmony out of chaos in ecn- 
nection with the public school sys- 
tem in England. He wants to see- 
ularize the schools. That 15, to get 
them out entirely from under de- 
nominational control, and is meet- 
ing with great opposition. 

We would naturally expect the 
old established Church of Engiand 
would object to this, but they seem 
to have waived that, and it is the 
Catholics who are putting up the 
barriers. Mr. Cruse, speaking tor 
the Catholics, said: If it were not 
for the clear and determined stand 
we have taken in this matter, there 
would be no public school problem 
todav. If Catholics were willing to 
waive their claims, nine-tenths of 
the troubles of the Board of Educa- 
‘ion would be lifted from his 
shoulders. Purely secular educa- 
tion for our children would out- 
rage our most cherished con- 
victiuns."' 

No deubt; but Mr. Birrell evi- 
dentiv has counted the cost and 
knows what he is up against. He 
doubtless knows that educated Eng- 
land has reached a point where it 
will no longer stand for a state- 
supported religious education, and 
altho the bats of superstition may 
u back into their dark corners, the 
sun will still shine, and the whee! of 
progress will not turn backward. 

By all means teach your children 
the tenets of religion—not one ۰ 
ligion—but do it at home where 
they will get a rational understand- 
ing of it. The writer was forced to 
go to Sunday School where he 
‘earned religion as it was taught by t 
organized Protestantism. At home 
he was questioned and the other 
side shown. Then he was left to 


decide for himself. Rationalism 
gained the day. Superstition took 
a back seat. If home training can- 


not hold the present religion in 
anyone, it does not look as tho 
school training should be resorted 
to at the expense of the people. 
for whose religion are we to teach? 
The Catholic would object seriously 
to Protestantism being taught, while 
Freethinkers would object to any 
kind. The province of religious 
teaching is at home, and public 
utlairs and institutions should be 
tree from any doctrinal contami- 
nation.

ALL WERE CANNIBALS ONCE. 


The Oldest of N Rites Recalled in 
a Study of “Diet ۲ 


Some diet delusions are of our 
most modern date, like the fad 
whichis now devastating our break- 
fast while others are of most tespect- 
able antiquity. Among the latter is 
that very ancient survival, the no- 
tion that particular foods are good 
for particularthingsor effects. This 
is an almost honest direct descend- 
ant of the notion, held with greater 
or less unanimity by nearly all sav- 
age and barbarous tribes, that the 
flesh or viscera of birds and animals 
possesing particular qualities will be 
likely to produce the same qualities 
in those who eat them. Thus Nero 
used to banquet on nightingale's 
tongues im hopes of improving his 
voice, and the Ojibwa cut out and 
devoured the heart of the bear, the 
liver of à buffalo, etc., believing 
that the strength and courage 
of these animals would thereby be 
tramsferred to himself. It is preb- 
able that the most grewsome of an- 
cestral rites— cannibafigen — was 
largely dye to the same belief; al- 
though, of course, in Neanderthal 
days primitive man would have no 
more hesitancy about eating his en- 
emy after he had killed him than he 
would in devouring a bear or a deer. 
In fact, the early converts of the 
missionaries in the South Sea Islands 
teferred to their favorite dish as 
"long pig." Every known race has 
at some time been cannibal. 

There certainly was a childlike 
logicality and naivete about the 
conception of the Maori warrior who 
rounded and completed his conquest 
of his enemy by eating him after- 
wards and thus acquiring all the 
vigor and energy which had went to 
oppose him. The story told of the 
old Maori chief who, upon his death- 
bed, when urged by the missionary 
and his favorite wife to a death-bed 
repentance, and told that in order 
to do so he must first forgive his 
enemies, he proudly lifted his dying 
head and exclaimed, “I have no en- 
emies; I have eaten them all," ap- 
peals toa slumbering chord in us 
even yet. While certain most intel- 
ligent people today would indig- 
nantly resent the accusation of re- 
verting to such days and ideas, they 
will vigorously denounce the cating 
of pork as an unholy thing, on the 
ground that he who eats pork 
thinks pork,” and the more orthodox 
of them will even declare that while 
Scripture records that the devils en- 
terred into swine, we have no as- 
surance that they ever came out of 
them.—Woods Hutchinson, A. M.

By the 
righis of birth and the natural im- 
press | 7 nature's universal forces, 
what authority is there investeii in 
any living being to deny woman 
her su frage, a vote or voice, in all 
thing and matters which tend to 
interests or welfare of humanity? 
There should be none. 

Iniluence. What is it but a mov- 
ing or directing power, a something 
that acts upon, persuades and gives 
an instinctive feeling or impulse to- 
wards accomplishing some desired 
result? Has not woman come into 
the possesion of her knowledge. her 
abilitics and capabilities, power and 
inducnce, by and through the same 
principles of nature’s universal aws 
that man has been or was endowed 
with at his birth? That being the 
case, thea what reason is there why 
woman sheuld not have the same 
franchise that man has, or be granted 
equality in all that pertains to the 
interest of man or woman, just in 
accord with the natura! impress of 
nature's forces that are granted 
an expression in the world of affairs, 
by and through the universal laws 
which govern a!! life, be it maic or 
female? Nature is law, and law is 
God. Worship Nature, abide its 
laws, and fear not its rod. 

This isa world of progress and 
unioldment. Time is ever marching 
onward in its ceaseless rounds of 
motion, and new developments are 
constantly being brought to the 
light and understanding of the hu- 
man race. These are but the work- 
ing of natural law and principles in 
the vegatable, animal or human 
kingdom, be it male or female in ex- 
pression of life’s experiences hence, 
as woman comes into life's existence 
through the same natural principles 
and laws that man comes into life 
and is governed by, aiso in aecord 
with these same principles, is en- 
dowed with capabilities and pos- 
sibilities, which through the same 
tenor of cultivation, gives equal or 
sometimes greater expressions of 

ability. Why, then, should they 
not, by the rights of birth. be ac- 
corded the same franchise or sufi- 
rage, and havean intluence or power, 
4 voice in all matters of interest in 
the world of affairs or welfare cf hu- 
manity, when they, as well as man, 
are under man-made laws of the 
country? Some of these laws are 
nothing but a curse to both country 
and humanity, and in many in- 
stances, the mothers of these men 
that help bring into existence these 
laws which entail suffering upon ht- 
manitv, ate oft times the greatest 
sufferer. J refer to the intemper- 
ance of liquor selling and drinking, 
same being a great obstacle and 
hindrance in the progress and de- 
velopment of the soul or higher at- 
tainments in life's possibilities of un- 
foldment. 

Isay that it is but justice and 
right, that woman should have a 
voice and vote in those matters 
which wields an influence or direct- 
ing power in the interest of not 
only their sons and daughters, but 
also to help all of humanity to gain 
higher attainments. Woman's 
power and influence in tne world 
of affairs, or interests of humanity, is 
great yes, Infinite, almost, when given 
their rights in voicing an ۵ ۵ 
to heip place all of humanity in a 
position of thought and understand- 
ing relative to the higher attain- 
ments of life. It is not necessary 
that all should voice exactly the 
same line of precedure, for there 
are many sphere or lines of useful- 
ness to which they can devote their 
attention; it need not be wholly 
along or upon the lines of political 
economy of such atfairs, for some 
might gain an acknowledged torce 
in the social and domestic lines. 
There are others who can achieve a 
standing or attainment in the intel- 
lectual fields of culture, others in 
art, music, science and many other 
points of interest, wherein they, not 
only would or could become profi- 
cient, but also help some ۵ 
soul along the line of life's progres- 
sion. 

But in locking for a moment into 
the lines of the past history, what 
do we see but the shackles of bond-

Religion, right living, belongs to 
every day, as much to the place of 
business as tothe meeting house, 
the church or the assembly hall.

The Bible is the book, the special 
book, the book of books. So it has 
at least been held in a superstitious 
spirit for many ages. 

But let us mot forget that all 
books that are books are Bibles. 

It they do Bible work anl bring 
saraton to us, light the flame of 
u VINE soul, it matters not that 
they were not written in Palestine 

ia. 

1) they bring bright thots of the 
itu we long to meet, and long to 
realize ther they may well be ۵ 
to ts Bible work. 

re living thots of God so re- 
mote to us? Thots of God and the 
inner life from which we live shoul 
n»: be remote by any means. We 
necd not go to Jerusalem to find 
trem: nor to the dead sea. We 
ım not clothe them in oriental 
language. 

Bibie thots are simply best thots, 
anl the best thots may come to 
the mind when tne living man is 
studying or exploring, or investigat- 
ing. or spending an hour with a 
friend, or helping the beggar from 
the ditch; he may be roaming over 
California or Minnesota, or search- 
inv the fields of history. 

There are books of science that 
bring the mind close to the bosom 
of livine mystery, and awaken 
feelings the most tender and reve- 
POE. 

There is no dearth of books that 
int: duce one to the dealings of 
op ovidence with human affairs in 
Si. ha way that the intelligence 
seems to be admitted. into the se- 
T ts of the over-soul, and the man 

¬ i5 thutful and introspective is 
c ae ‘ed to bow the head or bend 
the knee in the presence of that 
„wer of love and hie that worketh 
h:therto and always. 

There are noble books of biog- 
r.phv—Plutarch's Lives, Carlyle's 
Cromwell, Lives of Charlotte Bronte, 
Margaret Fuller, Mrs. Ware, Robert 
Hall and scores of others that can 
reich the hidden places of the heart, 
stir noble emotions, kindle aspira- 
ti.ns, give new conceptions of duty 
and of the heavenliness of loving 
and patient kindness. 

Such books open up ٭‎ new sense 
of the intimate relations between 
the divine and the human life. 

There are poems that excite the 
ourest feelings of worship, that 
make the heart tremble with awe, 
glow with gratitude for the gifts of 
life, oz soar with ecstacy, or burn 
with enthusiasm, or melt with pity 
and throb with joy. 

There are works of imagination 
and fiction by such men as Goethe, 
Victor. Hugo, Dickens. Thackery, 
Marie Evans, to name only a few, 
that are much more effective than 
th. Psalms of David. or the Idyl of 
Ruth, or the Sony of Song, in engag- 
in: interest in the joys of simple 
human life. 

Why are not such books as these 
worthy oi the sacred name of Bible 
if thev rouse the heart, the sym- 
pates of the larger and inner life 
to deeds of noble daring? 

Great scriptures there are which 
do not bear the names of Solomon 
or Dav:d, but of Plato, Fjchte, Car- 
Ivie, Emerson. Spinoza, which rank 
high in consoling, inspiring and il- 
luminating the race. Shall these 
aud hundreds more be put down as 
secular, profane, worldly, the pro- 
ducis of the "carnal reason, etc., 
simpiv because they were not writ- 
ten in Hebrew and composed in 
Judea? Perish the thot. 

Shail the mind and heart of man 
revect them on the plea that the 
works of Paul have the authentica- 
tion of church councils and synod? 
They were elected'to the canon. 

By giving the volume a peculiar 
shave and stamping on it a peculiar 
mark, the impression was conveyed 
that it had a very singular charac- 
Ler.
